Especial ly 
did his heart. (>;o out. to one of tlm 
ntimlier, Allon 'l'nia.xe, a mere boy, 
friiiii Ohio, who, besides iicitij.; ill, 
wjiMHo liomeHiek thatr his tuimrades 
said he would oil her die or go mad 
if nol soon rtdeasod. 

Olio scorchinjc Ati{j;iist niorninj? 
tho officer of the day told olT CO 
iiamtts at th<* door of the i)rison, 
names of that number of forliinalo 
prisont'PH who won^ to beexchanf;ed 
iminedi.itely. Anions this number, 
I he very last on the list, was that of 
Louis Itatlor. It was a clianoo of a 
lifetime, like lifu-for the dead. Jhit 
notwithstanding all this Tjoiiis 
hesilaind, tliiiikiiiK of the homesick 
boy, Allen Triiaxe, doomed to days 
and months of weary wnititiR for 
his turn lo come. 

" .lump into the r.anks hero 
♦jiiick If you want a trip north," 
said Iheofficer impatiently "Come 
What are yoii wailiuj^ou V" 

"If only one can j{o, lake Allen," 
said Louis. " He in sick, mid then 
he in pinin'; for his home and 
mother. 'I'ako him. I have no 
fiii-nds to mourn for me if I never 
(40 home." 

" You can do an you please about 
that," said the officer, "but I warn 
you it will bt^ a lonj,' time before 
you have such another elianoo." 

"I'll run the risk," replied 
Louis. " Al any rate hi« pale face 
would haunt mo sven in the enjoy- 
tnaiil of freedom. Mo in half dead 
alretuly. Y«.s, take him." 

Allen objecled feebly at ihii 
sacrillct* Louis proposed to make. 
I5ut he was too glad to escap<< 
prison life to reject the olTer thus 
unselfishly made, and at oiHie 
prepared to ko. The poor boy had 
neither coat nor hat, but hia 
generous stranger friend came to his 
relief by pidling off his own and 
ixittiti^ them on him. 'I'hen att 
All<>n liled out of the gale and once 
mote breathed the air of freedom, 
Loqis, halless and coatless, took 
hold of (he handles of his wheel- 
barrow and started for another 
loud of wood. 



Could mortal mind conceive of a 
more ennoidini; act ? It cost him 
sevtMi months of a living death, and 
all for a boy with whom he was not 
even intimately acquainted, one 
whom h(» had never met. until pity 
drew them tojfetluM' in the prison. 

IJrave hearti^l liouls Uader never 
rcKrelttvl the sacrifice he made on 
Unit hot Aufj:ust ilay, tind d urine; 
the months that he rumiiined in the 
prison he endured his sutreriiiKs in 
silence, and for his comrades who 
still remained willi him in lionds he 
had always a word of cheer. 

WluMi Jit last Ihi'oii^h the taidy 
fortunes of wai he was exchauired, 
he r(>tiirii«>d to his duty as a soldier, 
and though scarcely able to carry a 
Klin ho refused the furlough tender- 
ed him, a treat so eajjerly accepted 
by others. 

I{iit, regardless of his bravery, his 
wonted strength did not return, and 
at the clos(5 of the war he went liack 
to his native village broken down 
in health and spirits, a mei-e wreck of 
what had once been stalwart Louis 
Uader. Misfortunes come not alone 
and soon his little inheritance, in 
trusted to the hands of others slip- 
ped away, leaving him in his help- 
lessness without the means of sup- 
port. Alone and without kindred, 
life looked very divrk and dreary in- 
deed. Then it was that the bread 
lie had cast on the water came back 
to him. 

After the close of the war Allen 
Truaxe had made diligent search 
for the man to whose unselfishness 
he oweil his life, but finding no 
trace of him had concluded that 
he had i)erislicd in the southern 
prison. Several y^ars pass(>d 
befoie, by mere accident, he dis- 
covered that he was still alive, but 
homelsNs, helplees and friendless. 
Me visited him at once and insisted 
upon cariying him back lo his own 
homo, where, with the aid of his 
mother and his young wife, h« 
nursed him back to a fair degree of 
health and strength. Hut he was 
obliged to go on crutches for the re- 
mainder of his life, and none of his 
new found friends would consent to 
his going oi't into the world to earn 
his bread alone. Coiise<iuently Al- 
len's home became his, and during 
the years that b(> spent on earth the 
love and sympathy of a brother 
were lavished on him, and when at 
last, aftfM- years of patient endur- 
ance ho was released from his prison 
house of pain, the ytuing man wept 
as if the destroyer's, 'hand had been 
iaid upon one of his own lioiisi>hold. 
A Hcore or more years have passed 
since the tlay they litid him away 
among the flowers in the Truax(> 
burying ground. Hullo this day 
his t.oml) is cared for by loving 
hands, and on each reliirii of 
Decorwtion day it is garlanded with 
tiM* most rare and beautiful flowers 
that the country home can rear. 
" Me tcavo his life for me," Allon 
often exclaims, "and a whole life- 
tinm's gratitude can never repay the 
sacrilico." 

A tall marble shaft marks the spot 
when' I"* Hleej)s, and besides his 
name and age bears this beautiful 
insiuiplion : "(greater lov(> hath no 
man than this — tlial a man lay down 
his life for his friend," — Christian 
H'ork.

"«»I«I Abo." 

"I'd rather capture 'Old Abe,'" said 
(ieiieral Sterling I'rice of the Coiifoderatf 
Army, " than a whole brigade." 

" Old Abe " was the live war 
eagle which accompanied the 
Kighth Wisconsin Regiment during 
the War of the Rebellion. Much 
of a more or less iiroblomatical 
character has been written about 
him, but what we regard as au- 
thentic we shall present in this 
article. Old Abe was a fine sjrt^ci- 
meii of the Bald Eajjle. Various 
stories are told of his capture, but 
the most trustworthy account is 
that Chief Sky, a Chippewa Indian, 
took him from the nest while an 
eaglet. The nest wtis found on a 
piue tree in the Cliippewa Country, 
about three miles from the month 
6f the Flambeau, near some rapids 
in the river. lie and another Indian 
cut the tree down, and amid the 
mi-naces of the parent birds, secured 
two young eagles about the size of 
prairie hens. One of them died. 
The othei, which lived to become 
historical, was sold to Daniel 
McCann for a bushel of corn. 
McCanu carried it to Eau CMaire, 
and presented it to a company then 
being organized as a part of the 
Eighth Wisconsin Infantry. 

Old Abe was called by the sol- 
diers the "new recruit from C'liip- 
pewa," and sworn into the service of 
the United States by encircling his 
neck with red, white, and bine rib- 
bons, and by placing on his liroast a 
rosette of colors, after which he was 
carried by the regiment into every 
engagement in which it participat- 
ed, perched upon a shield in the 
!iha|)e of a heart. A few inches 
above the shield was a grooved 
croftspieco for t he eagle lo r»st upon, 
on either end of which were thi-ee 
arrows. When in line Old Abt> was 
always carried on the left of the 
color beaier, in the van of the regi- 
ment. The color bearer wore a 
belt to which was attached a socket 
for the end of the staff, which was 
about five feet in length, 'i'lius 
the eagle was high above the 
bearer's head, in pbtin sight of the 
column. A ring of leather was 
fastened l«) one of the eagle's legs 
to which was connected a strong 
hemp cord aliout twenty feet long. 

Old Abe was the hero of about 
twenty-live batiks, and as many 
skirmishes. Remarkable as it may 
ap|)ear, not one liearer of the flag, 
or of eagle, always shining marks 
for the enemy's rifles, was ever shot 
dovyn. On(!e or lwit!o Old Abe siif- 
fered the loss of a few feathers, but 
he was never wounded. 

The great bird enjoyed the excite- 
ment of carnage. In battle he llap- 
])e<l his wings, his eyes Itla/.ed, tiud 
with piercing screams, which arose 
above the noise of the conflict eeeni- 
ed to urge the company on to deeds 
of valor. 

David McLane, who was the first 
color bearer to carry him into battle, 
said : 

"Old Abe, like all soldiers, 
seemed to dread the sound of 
musketry, but with the roll of 
artillery he appeared to bo in his 
glory. Then he screamed, spread 
his wings at tvory discharge, and 
reveled in the roar and smoke of 
the big guns." 

A correspoiulent who watched 
hfm closely said that when a 
battle had fairly liegun Old Abe 
jumped up and down on his perch 
with sutdi wild and fierce screams 
as an eagle can alone utter. The 
louder the battle, the liercor and 
wilder were his soreams. 

Old Abe varie<l his voice in ac- 
<M)id with his emotions. When sui- 
prined he whistled a wild melody of 
melancholy softness; when hovering 
over Ilia food he gave a spiteful 
chuckle; when pleased toseeatiold 
friend he seemed to say: " How 
do you do?" with a plaintive cooing. 
In battle his scieam was wild 
and commaning, a su<-c*ssion of 
five or six notes with a startling trill, 
that was inspiring lo the soldiers. 
Strangers could not approacii or 
touch' him with «af»ly, though 
members of the reijiment who had 
treated him with kindness \yere cor- 
dially recognized by him. Old Abe 
had Ills particular friends as well as 
some whom he regarded as his ene- 
mies. There were men in the com- 
pany whom he would not jiormit to 
approac'K him. Me would fly at 
and tear them with his beak and 
talomi. Hut he would never fight 
his bearer. IJe knew his regiment 
fron\ every other, would always ac- 



company its cheer, and never that 
of any other reginienl. 

Old Abe more than once escaped, 
but, was always lured by food to 
return. Me never seemed disposed 
to d«part to the blue empyrean, 
his ancestral homo. 

Having served three years, a por- 
tion of the members of company C 
were mustered out, and Old Abe 
was presented ta the Stat,o of 
Wisconsin. For many years on 
occasions of public exercise or 
review, like other illustrious ve- 
terans, he excited in parade uni- 
versal and enthusia.Mic attention. 

lie occupied pleasant <iuarlcrs 
in State Capifol at Madison, Wis., 
until his death at an advanced 
age. -;-^j\ 

Weatcrn PeunHylvniiin. 



On the Kith inat. the corner- 
stone of the new buildings of the 
W(»stcrn Pennsylvania Inslitution 
for the Educatioil of the Deaf was 
laid with appropriate ceremonies in 
the presence of the boai-d of trustees 
and a large gathering of friends of 
the school. It was an occasion to 
be remembered i>y the pupils of the 
institution find all who witnessed 
the interesting afTuir. 

Dr. John (t. Hrown, the venor- 
abl(i president of our board of 
trustees, was master t)f ceremonies, 
and a prepared programme was 
fully caried out. 

Dr. Hiown g.ive a brief history of 
the lustilulion, his remarks l>eiiig 
inlorpreled by Mr. Hurt and Mr. 
Roberts. After jirayer, the copper 
box to be placeil in the cornerstone 
was brought forwjird jukI the follow- 
ing articles placed therein : the last 
biennial rejiort of the institution, 
photographs of the old building 
and the ruins, a copy of the charter 
and by-laws of the institution, 
.specimens of the pupils' work, a 
progranimo of the ent«rtainmeiit by 
the deaf at Old City Hall, Pitts- 
burg, March Slli, 1900, liy which 
$707 was raised for ihe building 
fund, invitations to the cereintmy, 
copies of the Pittsburg papers, 
copies of the IIAiftrnj (hiztie and 
the Wititcrn PennsyJvanian, and a 
list of the contributors to the build- 
ing fund. 

When Ihe box was sealed it was 
placed in its re<>eptacle, and the 
stone placed in position by those in 
charge. The principal address 
was then delivered by Rev. J. II. 
Mcllvaine of Calvaiy Protestant 
Episcopal Church, taking for his 
subject, ^' What is Education, and 
why should we use it V" It was an 
interesting and eloq^ueiit di.scourse. 

Not the least inteiesting feature 
of the ceremonies was th(> parade of 
the pupils of the institution liy 
cla.s.ses. They as.senible(l in the 
cbiss rooms tind at Jl l\^t. «\ch class 
marched out forming in double tile, 
and marched through the Prinniry 
building where eacli class received 
a fine silk banner bearing the nirm- 
ber of Ihe class. The column then 
proceeded in perfect step around 
Ihe girls' indu.strial building and 
acioss the girls' grounds to tht> plat- 
form by the cornerstone. Thou 
after the benediction the line re- 
formed and marched across the 
front of the promises to the boys' 
grounds, then cnuie to a halt in 
front of the ho.spit.al building, where 
the trustees and officers had as- 
sembled. Dr. Hrown, in a few 
words, complimented them on the 
fine appeai-auce they had made, 
find they were then dismissed after 
having given the Chautauqua salute 
with unction. 

A number of former pupils of the 
school were present among whom 
may bo mentioned, John O. Craig, 
William H. Morford and Robert 
Forst, who came from a distance. 

A meeting of Iho Pittsburg Local 
Hranch of the P. S. A. I), wtis hold 
on the liilh insr., to give some ex- 
pression of proforonco as to the 
location of the proposed home. 
Nearly all the speakers favored a 
central location. Only one com- 
mended Allegheny County as n pro- 
per place for the Home. A vote 
being taken, it was shown that a 
unanimous sentiniiMit favored a site 
somewhere toward the center of the 
state, leaving the exact selection to 
the Trustees and tho Hoard of Man- 
agers. 

Sptxjvking of tho money (*640) 
which the Pittsburg deaf raised l)y 
a bazaar for the Home fund, Mr. J. 
S. Reider of Philadelphia, in a let- 
ter in a r-econt issue of the Silrnf 
Worker says: " Now, having given 



onr Pittsburg brethren credit for 
their labors, let us tell them that it 
won't do to flatter themselves that 
their work can'l be outdone, for rho 
Philadelphia deaf once raised 
*1,6(H) by a fair in aid of All Souls' 
Church. * * * The Pittsburg 
deaf may even do better than they 
did this time. Will they try it?" 

Well, the cool, patronizing air of 
this is simply amazing, whether Mr. 
Reider speaks for himself or for 
the deaf of Philadelphia generally. 
To us who have lieen humping our- 
selves as best we could for th(i 
Home, it is rather galling to be 
told l)y somebody with his hands in 
his pockets that we might go tihead 
and put the peg a hole or two higher, 
and then the cool question: 

" WiU they try il ?" caps the 
climax. 

In ofToct, Ml'. Reider and his 
friends, with thumbs in armholes' 
of their vests, stand around and 
condescendingly pat us on the back 
as much as to .say; " HuUy boy, 
you can -ilo bettor. Pitch in, now, 
and put the record a notch or two 
higher while we cheer " Is that tho 
only way they expect to help jilong 
tho Home fund ? 

It I'eminds as ol' the boy, we 
knew, whose intellect was not quite 
equ.al to hi* muscle, who woubl 
work himself nearly to death for 
" talTy " the idlers or shirkers would 
give him in order to get him to do 
their work as well as his own. It 
is evident that Mr. Reider thinks 
wo will " bite" the same way, when 
ho innocently asks, " Will they trv 
it ?" 

In reply to their question, let us 
s.'iy. No sir'ee — not at least until 
ll)(> Pliibvdelphiji deaf, or those in 
tiie eastern part of the Slate have 
presented tangible evidence that 
they can do somothina approximat- 
ing or exceeding what has been 
done for the Home fund by the 
deaf Western Pennsylvania. 

We were nor aware, until Mr. 
Reider suggested it, that the Pitts- 
buri»ers were bragging of their 
achievemoiit or that they thought 
their succe'js could not be outdone. 
On tho contrary, it been remarked 
inor-o than once that the Philadel- 
phia deaf could and should do 
thrice as wgdl. In fact, we r-atiier 
expect this, and shall bo delighted 
to see it done. 

The deaf iw)puIation (and the 
general population as well) of 
Philadelphia, is four or five times 
that of Pittsburg and vicinity, and 
accoi'ding to the rule of proportions 
they should do four or five times 
better than the Piftst>urgers in 
Older to make the achievements 
equal. The comparison advanced 
by Mr. Reider is not to the ])oint. 
We are woiking for a Slate Home, 
not for a local institution. We are, 
moreover, quite jrwaro that 
comparisons are odious but we vnn 
stand it if our friends in the south 
east of the State can, as we have 
(juito a list of contributions to the 
Home fund to pre.sent when called 
for. 

Now if the Philadelphia d(\af will 
(((•/ am; let their actions speak for 
them, it would look a deaf better 
than to rake up ancient history on 
questions not germane to the point 
as a vindication. Will they do it? 

In alighting from an electric car 
last 4th of July, Mrs. Samuel 
Davidson, of Hraddock, was thrown 
violently to the pavement, and sus- 
t^iined injuies from which she has 
not, even yet entirely lecovei-ed. 
Mr. and Mrs. Davidsim entered 
sirit against the traction company 
for dtimagcs The case was tried 
this week in Pittsl>urg, and the 
jur\v awar<led them $1200 damages 
Accoiding to th« testimony present- 
ed this amount was considered 
wholly iiia<lequate l)y Mr. David- 
son's attorney, and he will apply 
for a new trial.

"This country witnessed the 
intifxJucHou, by the belove<l Vt-A- 
laiidet, of the sign method of deaf- 
mute inHlruclion in ]H17, and to- 
day assumes a leading part in the 
work. The oral method of 'in- 
struction followed about a half a 
century ago. There are nearly one 
hundred state, day, and private 
schfjols engaged in educating a few 
thousands of deaf r;hildren annual- 

The spiritual care of the deaf 
after leaving s<'hooh began about 
lif'y years ago when the P.;pi.sco- 
pal Church employed a son of Gal- 
laudet as a missionary. To day that 
church employs three hearing and 
eight ordained deaf ministers and a 
number of lay-readers. 

The Methodist church followed 
by the esfablislimenf of a miHsion 
here in (Jhicago, our city, which has 
seen the beginnings of so many good 
things. Our pastor is a member 
of Itock River conference and i.s an 
ordained elder. 

We have a preacher also in 
Baltimore and in Iowa. The Lu- 
theran and the Ha|)tist churches are 
also becoming interested. 

For the work of a deaconess I 
have Iwen preparing for two years 
in se;hool, and by three months' 
ac;tual work. T hope to enter upon 
it when all things are ready. The 
work outlined for me covers not 
only the city, which has a deaf 
population of over a thousand, but 
also the conference, a part of 
Nort,hem Indiana and two cities in 
Central Illinois. 

Is it not fitting that there should 
Ikj a de to fhe deaf, doing

conesses are doing for the hearing 
nejflected ? One is really indispens- 
able as the pastor says, " The har- 
vest truly is plenteous, but thelalior- 
ers are few," and may she by the 
grace of (iod tlir-ough Jesus Christ 
the Lord do what mIic can."

Hoth tho papers read by the two 
members of the class were well 
Written and deliveied, and received 
tipplause. 

I'rof. Pearson's address was on 
"Individuality and Pcr.sonal In- 
fluence." On presenting the diplo- 
mas to the Class, President Norpell 
spoke as follows: 

Cla.s.i of 1901 .-—This is no time 
or place foe any extended remarks. 
It is the intention of the State that 
its deaf children shall have equal 
opportunities (o acquire education 
with those of their more fortunate 
brothers and sisters. Hence tiie 
establishing of this Institution and 
the erection of these beautiful build- 
ings. 

Kach person has three natures, a 
mental, a physical and a moral, 
ami the education is not complete 
unless all these have been educated 
together. It has been the object, 
put pose and aim of the Super- 
intendent, Hoatd of Trustees and 
teachers, not only that you should 
learn to read,, write, and talk; to 
know giammar, arithmetic and 
botany; that you should know iho 
shape of the planet upon which we 
live, its resources and the peopla 
who have lived upon it an(l what 
they have achieved ; that you should 
know something of art, science and 
literature; that you shsuld realize 
and appreciate the opportunities of 
American citizenship, — but that 
along with this your physical na- 
tures shouhl be developed. Health 
demands sports — the gymna.sium 
and the games, 
hours and clean 
bodies should bo 
with your niind.s. 

Not only should the nienlal and 
physical natures l)« developed but 
the moral as well. Your superin- 
tendent and t(>aohers have tried to 
impress upon yon (he importance 
of being candid and truthful in all 
you say, of being honorable i^ all 
you do; that you should have tho 
(iropor c<uict>plion of you relation to 
Ilim who created you and of your 
lelntion to your fellowmaii, and of 
you, so fat' as it is possible, should 
l<>arii some trade or occupation (hat 
you may bettor fight the l)attles of 
life. Y'ou have been in this Institu- 
tion twelve yoars and have been 
surrounded by thoso who appreciate 
you. The time has come when you 
must sever tlie rehitions formed 
here. You must saj" farewell to 
your superintendent, bid good-l)y 
to your teachers and go out in(o the 
world to do for yourselves. You 
must put up your own stovepipe 
and pay your own iras bill; we hope 
thill you will be able to meet these 
responsibilities without breaking 
anj' of the Ton Commandments. 

Wo want you to remember that 
you are the graduates of this School 
and that you represent its character. 
In a measure you r* pr«pent the 
abilities of your teachers, and the 
world will judge this .school by your 
conducl in life. By their fruits ye 
shall know them. Theprayeis and 
(he best wishes of the Trustees, Su- 
periidendentandoflicersgo widiytni. 
We wish you every happine.ss there 
is in life iind every success that can 
be obtained. The most important 
les.son is to learn how to live. 
Thrt»o-fonrths of the misery wo suf- 
fer is caused by the ignorance of 
how to live. Don't be in tw) great .i 
hurry. He deliberate, tnove slowly 
and in the right dirocdon ; Jilwjiys 
do well and try to make (he world 
ha()pier for your living in it. 

In behalf of the Hoard of Trustees 
and the Superinlondont, I desire lo 
present to yon these diplomas 
which indicate that you have com- 
)>leted the course of instruction in 
a satisfactory nuuiner, autl dial 
your conduct has been commend- 
able during the past twelv»> years.
